A smiling Brown emerged from a day­ 
long conference Thursday and an­ 
nounced the proposal to build $3 5 billion 
worth of water projects was endorsed bv 
a coalition of conservationists, labor 
groups, growers, and many water agen­ 
cies 
But B ro w n w as the f ir s t to 
acknowledge that the agreement was 
“ fragile” and 
“ delicate ’ Others 
emphasized success of the projects 
hinged on continued agreement among 
all parties involved and enactment of 
new federal laws by 1981 
Speaking later to a meeting of As­ 
sociated Press editors. Brown termed 
the agreement “ a major step forward ” 
It will meet the needs of California 
for many years to come and will protect 
the water quality and will bring together 
people who have been warring in the 
past. ' he said 
Legislators also acted quickly and 
favorably to the plan, designed to meet 


the water needs of California through the 
year 2000 


Less than five hours after the proposal 
was completed, the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee inserted it into a bill (SB364) by 
Sen Ruben Ayala. D-Chino, and voted 9-3 
to send it to the floor 


State W ater Resources Director 
Ronald Robie said the plan calls for con­ 
struction of the 43-mile canal, major off-

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The House 
Ways and Means Committee voted today 
to sharply cut President C arter’s 
proposed tax increases for oil and

The $605 million canal, subject of con­ 
troversy since 1965 would divert water

Robie told the committee construction 
of the canal could not go ahead unless 
federal legislation is enacted guaran­

“ The whole thing depends on the 
federal legislation which must be passed 
by Dec 31 1980.“ Robie said “ This bill 
will be a clear signal to the federal 
government that the state's water must 
be protected "

Andrus toured the 
Auburn Dam site under construction in 
Northern California He said it was still

transported to San Francisco and Los 
Angeles refineries 
Cost of utilizing the line would range 
between $23 million and $35 million, 
depending on the amount of crude to be 
transported, members were told 
Feasibility of a second major pipeline 
route 
from Ventura to Los Angeles 
directly — was discussed by a represen­ 
tative of Chevron U S A Inc 
Noting that “ it will be a very difficult 
pipeline all the way,” the Chevron of­ 
ficial projected that the 93-mile line 
would cost between $67 and $112 million 
to construct

Contract negotiations between the 
Lompoc Unified School District and the 
Lompoc Education Association (L E A ) 
are scheduled to begin 9 a m Monday at 
the district administration building 
The two sides plan to meet each Mon­ 
day. Wednesday and Friday at the same 
time and place until they have reached 
agreement on a complete teacher con­ 
tract for next year 
Included in the agenda for the Mon­ 
day’s meeting 
RECOGNITION 
This 
conventional 
contract clause in the board's initial 
proposal acknowledges that the LEA is 
the “ exclusive representative“ for the 
521 district teachers in the “ bargaining 
unit ” The unit includes all teachers 
working 75 per cent or more of the school 
year, but excludes adult education 
teachers, homebound teachers and other 
employes considered part of manage­ 
ment 
In mid-May, teachers elected LEA as 
their bargaining representative 271 to 216 
over rival union, the Lompoc Federation 
of Teachers. (LFT i The LEA may now 
negotiate next year’s contract for all 
teachers in the unit, be they members of 
the LEA. the LFT or of no union. 
A G R E E M E N T 
This L E A article 
states that — as the new collective 
bargaining law provides — the final 
agreement between the board and the 
teacher union shall be binding for one 
year upon both sides. 
D EFIN IT IO N S 
The L E A defines 
“ negotiate in good faith” as “ a serious 
and honest effort on the part of each 
party to reach agreement." The law 
provides that failure to negotiate in good 
faith justifies the filing of an “ unfair 
practices” charge with a state super­ 
visory agency 
Under the LEA proposal, “ day" means 
student days; “ school day” means the 
time each day students must be in 
school Currently, teachers must attend 
several days of “ orientation” before the 
school year begins, and spend more time 
on campus than required of students 
The 
L E A proposal 
states that 
“ negotiable items” includes “ salaries, 
hours, terms and conditions of employ­ 
ment and other matters of concern" to 
the board and the LEA 
However while under previous law — 
the Winton Act — the board would 
“ confer" with teachers on “ all matters 
relating to employment conditions," the 
new collective bargaining law — the 
Rodda Act — limits the scope of negotia­ 
tions to specific items: wages, hours, 
health and welfare benefits, leave and 
transfer policies, safety conditions, class 
size, employe evaluation and grievance 
procedures 
Thus, the board negotiator may dis­ 
pute L E A ’s definition of “ negotiable 
items" encompassing “ other matters of 
concern ” 
The LEA definition of “ paid leave of 
absence” — sick, personal and sab­ 
batical leave — ensures that teachers on 
leave receive all the usual fringe 
benefits, salary increments and the 
same assignment upon return 
L E A ’s 
“ unpaid leave of absence” means a 
teacher would receive all benefits except 
wages 
Currently, teachers on paid 
leaves receive no such benefits 
Regarding paid leaves to attend wed­ 
dings and funerals, the LEA defines “ im­ 
mediate family" as “ any relative of the 
teacher ” Current district policy lists 
and limits such relatives 
NON-DISCRIMINATION 
This LEA 
article states. “ The Board shall not dis­ 
criminate against any teacher on the 
basis of race, color, creed, age, sex, 
national origin, political affiliation, 
domicile marital status, sexual orienta­ 
tion or participation in the activities of 
an employe organization, except as 
otherwise required in accordance with 
the board’s Affirmative Action Plan ” 
By law, government funded institu­ 
tions must make extra efforts — take 
“ affirmative action” 
— to recruit 
women and members of ethnic minority 
groups. 
NEGOTIATION PRO C ED U R ES This 
LEA article states that subsequent con­ 
tract negotiations shall begin “ not later 
than February 1” of the school year The 
LEA states that the board would provide 
paid release time to five LEA represen­ 
tatives to “ prepare for and attend” 
negotiations

The British Medical Association recently 
released these figures after tabulating the results of a 
study run for 20 vears with over 34.000 British doctors 
During this time the certified causes of all deaths and 
smoking habits were recorded 


Smoking, it was found, causes death chiefly by 
heart disease lung cancer, obstructive lung disease 
and various vascular diseases 
Most of the doctors 
participating in this study reduced or stopped their 
cigarette smoking during the period of observation 
As a result, lung cancer grew relatively less common 
as the study progressed, but other cancer did not. thus 
illustrating in an unusual way the relationship between 
smoking and lung cancer

H A U B S T A D T , Ind 
(N EA) — Southern Gibson 
County will remember last 
April 3 as the Palm Sunday 
when Charlie and Sandy 
Wilhite fed about 2.000 per­ 
sons with one pizza 
The giant pizza — measur­ 
ing more than 30 feet in 
diameter and weighing about 
2.400 pounds — was the 
largest ever made, according 
to the Guinness Book of 
Records 
Making the pizza was the 
realization of a dream not 
only for the Wilhites, who own 
Sandy’s Pizza restaurant in 
Ft Branch, but also for their 
many friends. 
Said Haubstadt town board 
president Gerald Meny. "Peo­ 
ple around here aren't going 
to forget about this. We'll be 
talking about it for a long 
time 
This thing became a 
community project Everyone 
pitched in, and we re all proud 
of what was accomplished " 
The pizza was C h an e 
Wilhite’s idea 
"1 just wanted to do it, 
he 
explained 
The project began late last 
year when he boasted to some 
friends that he was going to 
break the world's record, 
which was 25 feet, 1 inch in 
diameter 
That record was 
held by a Pizza Inn restaurant 
in Little Rock. Ark 
Haubstadt s pizza contained 
about 1,200 pounds of dough, 
600 pounds of cheese, 100 
pounds each of sausage and 
hamburger 
40 gallons of 
tomato sauce. 40 pounds of 
mushrooms and 30 pounds of 
pepperone — plus garlic and 
oregano seasoning 
All the ingredients were 
donated but Mrs Wilhite es­ 
timated the pizza was worth 
$1.400 
It was baked in a giant out­ 
door oven Wilhite and his 
friends built at the Tri-State 
Speedway on U S 
41 
The 
metal oven was heated with 
propane, which was pumped 
under the metal sheet that 
held the pizza 
Mrs 
Wilhite, the seven 
employees at Sandy’s Pizza 
and many of Mrs Wilhite s 
friends began making the 
dough on Friday night The 
work resumed Saturday mor­ 
ning and continued until late 
that night 
Because he was worried 
about vandals. Damn Lamey 
of Haubstadt stood guard 
Saturday night 
Then, about 6 a m . the 
Wilhites and friends were at 
the speedway and began roll­ 
ing the dough 
The metal pan was greased 
and starting about 8 a m . the 
dough was spread out, piece 
by piece Temperatures in the 
upper 40s made the dough 
hard to handle, and it had to 
go through rollers at least 
four times 
But the Wilhites didn t want 
it to get much warm er, 
because they feared the dough 
would rise before the pizza 
was ready to bake 
Next came the tomato 
sauce It was mixed in plastic 
garbage cans and spread on 
the dough with a mop 
A ladder anchored to a pole 
in the center of the oven and 
extending flat to the outer rim 
of the oven provided a plat­ 
form that enabled Wilhite and 
his helpers to reach the piz-

announced, "Thirty feet, 11 in­ 
ches — a new w orld s 
record " And the crowd 
roared 


Then a cover made of metal 
strips welded together was 
lifted over the oven by a crane 
truck Wilhite gave the order 
to light the oven, and within 
minutes a thermometer in­ 
d ic a te d th a t the 
oven 
temperature was 500 degrees 
By 2 35 p.m.. the pizza was 
fully baked 
The cover was 
removed And Wilhite cut the 
first piece He used a rolling 
cutter from a corn planter 
that a friend had attached to 
an ax handle 
The crowd pushed and shov­ 
ed to get the free pizza, 
courtesy of the Wilhites and 
the Haubstadt businessmen 
who had donated the in­ 
gredients and the materials 
for the oven By 3 15 p m . the 
pizza was gone 
Wilhite’s 
father. Jess, said the 30-foot 
pizza was the equivalent of 661 
fourteen-inch pizzas 
Meny asked Wilhite’s uncle, 
John Kiesel of Haubstadt. how 
he liked the pizza 
"This is really great," 
Kiesel said 
I ’ve got hot piz­ 
za in one hand and a cold beer 
in the other What could be 
better’" 
Wilhite was asked if he 
would ever make pizza again 
"Sure, this is my livelihood, 
he said. 
But I'm not going to 
try to break the record again 
This is a one-shot deal ’ 
Meny said Wilhite plans to 
open a donut shop soon in FT 
Branch 
You know, next year 
he 11 probably decide to make 
the world's largest donut. 
Meny said "And he’ll do it. 
too That's the kind of guy he 
is " 


an afternoon nap ’’ 
Kniest makes equally bold 
claims for his tape's effective­

The organist researched 257 
musical selections to come up 
with 11 symphonic pieces har­ 
monically 
strung 
together 


which convey the message: 
"Go to sleep." Parts are from 
the Dvorzak s New World 
Symphony and Garnival Over­ 
ture. Other parts are from Bach 
and other composers. 
Among those enthusiastic 
about the record. Kniest said, is 
the director of a suburban 
rehabilitation center for female 
alcoholics 
After playing the soothing 
music for a group of women, 
the ladies were asked to give 
their views anonymously into a 
tape recorder 
"They sent it back to me." 
said Kniest "The very first one 
who came on said how music 
always affected her 
Another 
said ‘it makes me feel good — 
as if I just had a drink .’" 
Kniest said he has another 
testimonial from a teacher in a 
child-care center who told him 
she used the record at after­ 
noon nap time in her class and 
"the children were asleep in 10 
to 12 minutes." 
"This thing is a tranquilizer." 
he added "In this country 15 
million people take some kind 
of pill to get to sleep 1 think 
this recording could replace a 
lot of those pills and give the 
people who are taking them a 
better sleep."

said Kuhn should have disallowed the 
Seaver trade especially after he had used 
his power to veto the sale of A s pitcher 
Vida Blue to the New York Yankees last 
June At that time Kuhn said it was not 
in the best interests of baseball to allow 
Blue to go to the Yankees 
Finley questions whether it is in 
baseball’s best interest to allow a three­ 
time Cy Young Award winner to go to a 
two-time defending world champion 


"The trade of Tom Seaver to Cincin­ 
nati without a whimper from Bowie 
Kuhn confirms his perverted, selective 
and political use of his office to favor his 
friends and punish anyone he dislikes," 
Finley said in a prepared statement 
which he read to U PI over the phone 
from his Chicago office 


"The similarities between the Seaver 
deal and my assignment of Vida Blue to 
the New York Yankees are striking. 
Both deals were made on June 15, the 
trading deadline 
Both involved Cy 
Young Award winning pitchers 
Kuhn 
disapproved 
Oakland s 
assignment, 
waiving the banner of competitive 
balance 
Yet 
Seaver has gone to the 
strongest team in baseball who has won 
two consecutive world championships 
and allow> them to virtually cinch their 
third 
The possible Seaver assignment was 
publicly discussed for over two weeks 
and Kuhn did not utter one word of 


protest 
However, by his own sworn 
testimony, Kuhn injected himself into 
the assignment of Vida Blue within 
minutes of the announcement on the now 
idiotic ground that the Yankees would be 
too strong 
Can even Kuhn, with his 
perverted reasoning, seriously contend 
that the Yankees a year ago without 
their free agent talent, which Kuhn 
allowed them to grab after the Blue as­ 
signment were as strong as the Cincin­ 
nati Reds0 When Blue was assigned the 
Yankees had not even won a pennant for 
12 years, let alone two consecutive world 
championships The addition of a three- 
time Cy Young Award winner to the 
heavy-hitting Cincinnati lineup is ob 
viously far more devastating to com­ 
petitive balance than the Blue assign­ 
ment 
"The difference between Kuhn’s reac 
tion to the two assignments clearly 
shows his irrationality, lack of fitness for

"Kuhn’s disapproval of the Blue as­ 
signment and his failure to disapprove 
the Seaver assignment were motivated 
by one factor—I am his staunchest 
enemy and I will continue to be Kuhn s 
irresponsible and selective use of his of­ 
fice is a dishonor to the game of 
baseball, insulting to the millions of 
baseball fans and a total betrayal to the 
once-respected office of the commis­

Good Morning, Am erica) 
still giving New York some 
franchise as a production 
base. 
Even the talk shows aban­ 
doned New York. Johnny 
Carson, on the NBC net­ 
work, and Merv Griffin’s 
s y n d ic a t e d show, once 
emanating from New York, 
have fled to the West. 
But although better than 
90 per cent of all television 
production is done on the 
West Coast, the three com­ 
mercial networks resisted 
the temptation to move 
their program executives to 
California. They have re­ 
mained in the frenetic mid- 
M a n h a t t a n p r e s s u r e - 
cooker. And as long as the 
program executives have 
remained in the East, there 
has been a lingering hope 
that New York will reclaim 
some of its lost prestige as a 
production base. 
The explanation for C BS’s 
abandonment of New York 
is so logical and simple that 
one wonders why the move 
wasn’t engineered years 
ago, or why other networks 
haven’t made similar defec­ 
tions. 
When Robert W ussler, 
p r e s i d e n t of C B S - T V , 
revealed his intentions to 
move key program execu­ 
tives, including his No. 2 
man, 
Rob ert 
D aly , to 
California, he explained 
that the program depart­ 
ment should be closer to 
where the production is 
going on -- not 3,000 miles 
away on the other coast 
The same goes for business 
affairs executives -- who 
are charged with making 
the deals for the TV product 
-- since all producers and 
independent production 
companies are mostly in 
California, too. 
Consequently, CBS is mov­ 
ing half a dozen key execu­ 
tives out of New York, in­ 
cluding Bud Grant, vice 
president of programs, and 
national program director 
Oscar Katz, who gets a new 
assignment as vice presi­ 
dent of special projects. 
They all will report to Daly, 
who will uproot his family 
from their Woodcliff Lake 
home after the school year 
and move them to the West 
Coast. 
Daly will be in charge of 
the entire West Coast opera­ 
tion, since Wussler himself 
will remain in New York. 
This really isn’t the first 
effort to relocate the pro­ 
gramming departments on 
the West Coast. A few years 
back, N B C sent L a r r y 
White, its vice president of 
programs, to California 
from New York on the same 
premise. That, however, 
was the network’s solitary 
move, which obvio usly 
didn’t work out. After a 
s i n g l e s e a s o n . W h i t e 
resigned But he stayed in 
California, joining Colum­ 
bia Television, where he’s 
now creating and trying to 
sell new series and movies 
to the networks. 
Robert Howard, president 
of NBC television, says he 
doesn’t see his network 
making a sim ilar move 
NBC is quite content to keep 
its programming depart­ 
ment headquartered in New 
York and commuting to the 
West Coast for mass view ­ 
ing of product, as in the case 
this week when Howard led 
a vanguard of five from the 
East Coast to California. 
ABC, led by Fred Silver­ 
man, head of programming, 
also is at fu ll Easte rn 
strength in California, cur­ 
rently surveying pilots 
under consideration for the 
new fall line-up. An ABC 
spokesman claimed the net­ 
work has no plans to switch 
bases for the programming 
department. 
The practice now is for 
each network to have a pro­ 
gram vice president on the 
West Coast who reports to 
the head of the program 
departm ent at the New 
York base. In the early 
spring, when the networks 
a re r e a d y i n g new fall 
schedules, producers flock 
to New York to push their 
wares, and, if successful, to 
complete financial arrange­ 
ments.

Pre-trial publicity 
no problem 


In what we hope might 
signal a change for the better 
regarding judges' fears of pre­ 
trial publicity, a Stanford law 
professor has written that 
newspaper publicity has “ vir­ 
tually no impact" on jurors. 


Writing in the Stanford Law 
Review symposium. Professor 
John Kaplan asserts that his 
studies of the 1976 Supreme 
Court case of Nebraska Press 
Assn. versus Stuart show no 
relationship between pre-trial 
publicity and a jury's ability to 
r e a c h 
a 
f ai r and n o n ­ 
prejudiced verdict. Kaplan, in­ 
cidentally. participated in that 
Supreme Court case as a trial 
lawyer. 


According to Kaplan, who 
interviewed the jurors after 
they had reached their ver­ 
dict. the jurors "invariably as­ 
sumed they knew more about 
the case than any newspaper 
r e p o r t e r and t hat t hei r 
superior knowledge and under­ 
standing was due to their close 
observation of the trial itself " 
While he said he could not 
guarantee that this sense of 
superiority over newspapers

would hold true in every case, 
Kaplan said the legal system, 
including the problem of 
minimally competent juror 
selection questioning, is in 
fact enough to counter most 
media-induced bias. Too. the 
options of changing venue and 
other legal steps already 
available to the court are far 
more palatable than gagging 
the press. 
Finally, 
Kaplan believes 
that “ in attempting to strike a 
balance between free trial and 
a free press, the free press 
side is so weighty as to allow 
only the clearest, most urgent 
demand of the trial system to 
approach it in magnitude." 
N e w s p a p e r 
e d i t o r s 
everywhere should get some 
f u l f i l l m e n t 
f r o m 
t h e s e 
pr onouncement s. And we 
would hope additional and sup­ 
plemental studies of this sort 
would come close behind to 
bolster Kaplan's and our argu­ 
ments that a gag should be 
only the most drastically 
taken step in assuring a fair 
trial and not the first step 
taken as is now too often the 
case.

details of the CIA attempts upon Castro’s 
life 
— details that were denied at the 
time but were confirmed last year by the 
Senate Intelligence C ommittee 
In a series of columns we told how the 
CIA had recruited Mafia mobsters who 
made six attempts to kill Castro

Significantly, the attempts to knock off 
Castro continued through 1963 until he 
angrily warned on Sept 17, 1963 that he 
was aware of the CIA's efforts, that two 
could play the sam e gam e and that U S 
leaders would no longer be safe Some 
two months later. President Kennedy 
was gunned down in Dallas 
Last week CBS in a two-hour televi­ 
sion documentary stressed the theory 
that Castro had retaliated against Ken­ 
nedy Sen Robert Morgan.

played an active role for 18 months in the 
Senate investigation of the CIA-Castro 
caper was quoted “ I believe the circum ­

Berne 


The city of Berne, founded in the early 
11th Century, still has a medieval look 
about it Red tile roofed houses nestled 
close together, church steeples of green, 
oxidized copper, statues, trees, fountains 
and loads of tulips, lilacs and other 
flowering shrubs 
The founders of the city chose the site 
because of the protection it afforded 
The river Aare creates a peninsula on its 
winding way down the valley to join the 
Danube* and on this finger of land sits the 
capital city of Sw itzerland and the 
capital of the canton (State) of Berne 
There are several legends about how 
Berne got its name 
One is that the 
founding Duke said he would name the 
village after the first animal he saw, 
which was a bear < baren i Another more 
romantic story is that the village ex ­ 
pected to be attacked by an enemy and 
the bears in the hills that surround it 
were aroused by the marauders, thereby 
alerting the villagers, who repelled the 
attack In gratitude the city was named 
and the bear w as taken as a city symbol 
In the middle of the mam street is a 
statue of a bear dressed in a knight’s a r ­ 
mor. clasping the flag of Switzerland in 
his paw 
This main street is a sight to behold 
Large heraldic flags of the cantons, 
som e ruling fam ilies and old cities hang 
over the street for four or five blocks, 
the shopping areas on each side are un­ 
der a continuous arcade and at the end is 
one of the original gates to the city with 
the clocktower This must be the original 
“Swiss Watch ” 
On the tower are two huge gold clock 
faces One tells the hour only. The other 
just below has the minute hand and a 
sm aller face which tells the signs of the 
zodiac (To the right is the figure of a 
bearded old man holding an hour glass 
and on each side of him is a gold bird and 
a lion i Below the clock faces is sort of a 
maypole which various animals and peo­ 
ple move around Above this is a sm all 
gnome-like creature whose arms, legs 
and head move, holding a golden wand in 
one hand On the top of the tower is a 
bigger than life sized man of gold holding 
a huge mallet beside an im m ense gold 
bell. 
At five minutes to the hour the bird 
flaps his wings and whistles and the 
figures move around the “ maypole ” At 
the hour the big man turns over the 
hourglass and his chin m oves up and 
down, counting the hour Above him the 
gnome m oves his arm s and legs and 
waves his wand, the lion moves his head, 
alerting the bellringer who hits the bell, 
telling the city what time it is 
The degree of inaccuracy since the 
clock was made centuries ago is about 
two seconds 
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Art leads a

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Heritage, identity, roots — by 
any name, the overwhelming 
need to renew and strengthen 
ties with our personal pasts, 
promises to be one of the most 
p o p u la r and p e rs u a s iv e 
c u ltu ra l c u rre n ts for the 
rem ainder of this century and 
into the next. 
It is not new, though it is re­ 
ce n t 
The u n p re c e d e n ted 
a p p e a l of A lex H a le y ’s 
Roots’’ in print and on televi­ 
sio n w as b u t one m o re 
evidence of our interest in 
knowing who we are. where 
we cam e from, and where we 
belong 
Quietly since World 
War II and most emphatically 
in the 1970s, people have been 
looking back, and putting new 
values on old relationships, 
old convictions, old objects 
This does not mean that 
looking forw ard has been 
abandoned 
Hardly; the two 
views are compatible The an­ 
cient Romans recognized this 
reality with a god. Janus, who 
faced both ways. 
For most of four centuries 
in America, since the earliest 
settlem ents, forward was the 
only way to look 
“New fron­ 
tiers” and “ the way w est” 
w e r e 
19th 
c e n t u r y 
watchwords 
Even into the 
20th, there were areas unex­ 
plored. or at least, unex- 
ploited, not yet settled Few 
remain. 
So having reached the fron­ 
tiers, the natural borders, 
Americans looked back, and 
began to reassess whatever 
they had accumulated, not 
only in pr ope r ty but in 
culture. This could be the key 
to the new exploration of our 
family pasts. 
We no longer are quite as 
eager, as we were only a few 
y e a r s a g o . 
to d i s c a r d 
something old for something 
new The “flower children” of 
the early 1960s had caught on 
to this, they rediscovered old 
clothes, old uniform s, old 
styles of living Girls found 


l o n g - o u t m o d e d 
d r e s s e s , 
gowns, coats, and wore them 
— as apparel, as an economy 
as decoration, as a kind of 
statem ent 
Yet they were not the first; 
far from it 
For centuries, 
men and women have cherish­ 
ed the past, w hether they 
were archeologists. historians 
or antique collectors. Today 
the collectors stand in a new 
p os i t i o n of i m p o r t a n c e , 
because when it comes to 
looking 
back, 
purposefully, 
they wrote the book. 
Manifesting the m ore re­ 
cent trend, however, is the 
eagerness with which young 
couples — along with those 
not necessarily young — are 
valuing and using objects 
which have been handed down 
to them Houses and estates of 
c o u r s e , 
a l t h o u g h 
m o s t 
newlyweds get nothing so sub­ 
stantial It is m ore apt to be 
furniture, or decorative items 
such as jew elry and a rt 
works 
But it just as well 
m ight be kitchen utensils, 
quilts, rugs, silver, porcelain, 
glass, pottery. 


All these come under the 
heading of the decorative 
arts, which are not necessari­ 
ly antiques but are objects 
which have been around long 
enough to establish a value. 
Problem is that not everyone 
knows just what to do with an 
old piece which seem s worth 
keeping, w hether for use, 
beauty, sentim ent, or all three 
reasons 
Where do you find 
the proper fabric to recover a 
Victorian chair? How do you 
restore a good wood piece 
th at’s been painted over six 
tim es ? 
T hat’s where the collectors 
come in, especially (though

e x c l u s i v e l y )

professionals. They are the 
curators or other specialists

The dawning of a new Dolly Parton

“ First Gathering 
New 
H arvest,” Dolly Parton ’s 
latest record, is a statement 
of strong will by a woman 
heretofore thought of simply 
as a flashy doll As far as Doi­ 
ly Parton is now concerned, 
country music w ill never 
again be the same for her, 
though as she says, “ the 
rumors that I am leaving 
country music are purely a 
lie ” 
It's taken some doing for 
her to get to this stage. For 
close to ten years she shared 
billing and recording space 
with the Porter Waggoner 
Revue, where she was half of 
one of the best country and 
western teams Unfortunate­ 
ly, 
they were exclusively 
regional in their appeal 
Several records(and years) 
later, 
after receiving un­ 
animous support as a solo ar­ 
tist. and even some recogni­ 
tion outside country circles as 
a superior songwriter. Dolly 
Parton decided to make her 
biggest move yet She took 
control of a project, top to bot­ 
tom, and altered the course of 
her career 
She consulted with RCA who 
gave her the go-ahead on her 
own project, aimed specifical­ 
ly for pop acceptance 
“ You must understand,” 
said Dolly, “ it was not the 
fans who were telling me to 
change. I found myself ruining 
my voice, playing in places 
that

well-miked, 
places that had no class at all, 
killing myself I wasn't mak­ 
ing all that much money — 
you really don’t in country 
music unless you’re a real 
superstar — and I knew I 
could make more It’s not the 
country fans’ fault,” she is 
quick to say “ They deserve 
better.

Amazing exhibit 
of Indian art

The words Sacred Circles 
have come to mean an ex­ 
citing experience for hun­ 
dreds of thousands of persons 
who have seen the rem arkable 
exhibit of North American In­ 
dian Art 
Although 
it’s 
u n d erstan ­ 
dable because of the scope and 
v a rie d o rig in s of the in ­ 
dividual objects, it is reg ret­ 
table that there have been 
only two showings of the 
Sacred Circles One took place 
in London. England; the se­ 
cond, at the Nelson Gallery — 
Atkins Museum in Kansas Ci­ 
ty, Mo., will continue through 
June 19 


How to describe the impact 
of Sacred C ircles poses a 
problem. We could quote you 
many statistics: 850 objects 
from 90 private collections 
and m u seu m s representing 
six countries, at a cost of 
$700,000 and spanning 2,000 
years of Indian culture. It has 
already been seen by nearly 
200,000 visitors in England and 
an even larger number is ex­ 
pected at the Nelson Gallery 
Or we could tell you about 
the cre a tiv e talents which 
breathed life into the exhibi­ 
tion Museum Director Ralph 
T (Ted) Coe who spent four 
years searching known and 
obscure collections deserves a 
large share of the credit Coe 
organized the exhibition for 
the Arts Council of G reat Bri­ 
tain It opened at the Hayward 
Gallery in London last fall and 
closed Jan. 16 In the Sacred 
Circles catalogue, Coe stated. 
While no exhibition can be 
definitive, this one is at least 
encyclopedic, affording broad 
bases for cross-cultural a r ­ 
tistic comparisons, just at 
th a t m o m e n t when N orth

When wall stuff comes tumbling down 


by Al Correli 


What goes up must come 
down” too often refers to the 
things we try to hang on our 
walls. It doesn’t have to happen 
if you use the right type of wall 
anchor. There are many types 
on the market, and they are 
made to hold everything from a 


small picture up to a 900-pound 
moose head. 
I know how 
frustrating this problem can be, 
so I have prepared a F R E E 
sheet to let you know a few 
tricks on “ hanging in there.” 
All it takes is a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope mailed to me 
at this newspaper with your 
request. 
(No 
stamps, 
no 
freebie.) Speaking of tricks, the 


next time you have to drive a 
nail into a plaster or Sheetrock 
wall, place two tabs of masking 
tape crossways over the spot 
where the nail goes. The tape 
prevents the wall from crum­ 
bling around the nail as you 
drive it in. Of course, when you 
hang a mirror from the nail, the 
tape does nothing to save the 
wall as the weight pulls the nail 
out.

Dear Super Al: 
Try’ my method of removing 
water spots from furniture. I 
use a warm iron and press over 
a thick clean blotter that I place 
over the spot. You must keep 
checking the surface to be sure 
it doesn’t get hot or it causes a 
heat mark. A few minutes of 
pressing removes the water 
spot. — Ms. J. N. M. 
I ’ve been able to get this to 
work, but not always. My all- 
time favorite for water or heat 
marks is cigar ashes and 
mayonnaise and a little elbow 
grease. 


Dear Super: 
One time you ran a hint about 
using one of those treasure- 
finder metal detectors to locate 
plumbing pipes underground, 
and I thought it was a clever 
idea. I was going to put in a pool 
and wanted to avoid the pipes, 
so I borrowed a metal detector 
to locate the drain that I knew 
ran somewhere under 
the 
backyard. I found all sorts of 
scrap npetal, but no drain pipes. 
Then I discovered that our 
drains were of plastic pipe. I 
still used your idea. I ran a 
plumbers snake that is metal 
down through a cleanout and 
into the main dram. Then the 
metal detector showed me 
exactly where the pipe was. —

A SU PER HINT — If your 
project calls for cutting glass to 
a curved pattern, you can 
sometimes use this trick. Cut 
out a paper pattern of the 
desired shape and place this 
under the glass. Then if you can 
follow 
the pattern with 
the 
cutter wheel from above, you 
may end up with a perfect 
piece. 
Of course, free-hand 
glass cutting does require some 
practice.

Dear Al: 
Your free sheet on replacing 
window panes is great, but you 
didn’t include my method of 
softening up the old hardened 
putty. I swab it with lacquer 
thinner. In just a few moments, 
the putty becomes soft and can

SHOP TALK — If you have 
plumbing pipes that are getting 
clogged up with lime deposits. 


you may be thinking about 
getting all new pipes. Maybe 
you can wait until a new elec­ 
tronic water treater becomes 
available in your area. It’s 
called Hydro-tron and has been 
used industrially for some time. 
Now it’s being made for home 
use. It immediately stops new 
lime formation because it 
electronically removes the 
positive charge from particles. 
Over a period of time, the 
negatively charged water at­ 
tracts scale already built up and 
eventually cleans the pipes. It 
also makes your scotch and 
water taste a whale of a lot 
better. 


Dear Super Al: 
About the most delicate tool 
most people have is the level. 
The glass vials can be broken if 
not protected. I cut wide rubber 
bands from a bicycle inner tube 
and slip these over the level 
when it’s not being used. These 
bands cover 
the 
vials 
and 
windows and protect them from 
being hit. When the level is to be 
used, the bands easily slip off. It 
pays to protect your level. — A. 
E. 0. 


SHOP TALK — Since a level is 
such a delicate 
instrument, 
you'd 
be 
shocked 
to 
see 
someone deliberately drop one 
on a concrete floor. You’d be 
shocked, but there are new 
shockproof levels that w ill 
withstand 
repeated 
abuse 
without damage to the vial. The 
secret is in a cushioning used in 
setting both vials and windows. 
It might not be that big an 
advantage to the average do-it- 
yourselfer because of the cost, 
but it’s great for pros. Sooner or 
later this same system will be 
used for inexpensive home 
levels.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Heaven was his destination 
when American painter Fritz 
Scholder, 39, flew back to 
Paris last fall He knew just 
where to find it 
Climbing to the third floor,

Crossing the U.S., Canadian border 


It’s the time of the year 
when vacationers start think­ 
ing about crossing the border 
between the United States 
and Canada 
And we CBers 
are going to be modulating, 
whether we’re headed north 
or south 
W h a t ’s the difference 
between the two countries 
with respect to CBing? 
In the United States it takes 
at 
le a s t 
one 
m onth, 
sometimes as long as three 
months, to obtain your CB 
license from Gettysburg. Pa ., 
where the FCC processing 
center is located 
In Canada, it is quite 
probable that the applicant’s 
license will be sent him by 
return mail from one of the 
five regional offices located 
strategically throughout the 
nation The Canadian Depart­ 
ment of Communications ac­ 
tually operates from 16 of­ 
fices, but five of these 
regional offices has been 
designated for CB license 
processing 
Though licenses are now 
free in the Uni ted. States, and 
$13 50 (for a three year term) 
in Canada, the smoothness of 
handling excels in Canada 


Additionally, should a CBer 
from the United States wish to 
visit Canada this summer and 
open his mike while he’s 
traveling, a request to the 
D e p a r t m e n t 
of 
C o m ­ 
munications will be answered 
immediately with a term- 
porary permit The same re­ 
quest by a Canadian to the 
Federal Communications 
Commission 
will probably 
require at least three months 
for a response 
There are in excess of 7 5 
million CBers in the United 
States now, according to the 
FCC. In Canada, it is reported 
there are nearly a quarter- 
million sets now in use, with 
600.000 expected by the end of 
1977, and a projected 12 
million CBers in 1978 
CBing is growing fast in 
Canada — relative to its pop­ 
ulation. faster than in the 
United States This obviously

Since the number of different house 
plants is rapidly increasing, a lot of new 
Latin names are also being bandied 
about by botanists and horticulturists In 
fact, a friend said to me. "Why can t all 
plants have common names like 
philodendron and begonia0" 
What my friend obviously had not stop­ 
ped to think about was that both of the 
"common" names she cited are in fact 
Latin Admittedly, we've had a couple 
hundred years to get accustomed to 
"begonia," but "philodendron" was vir­ 


tually unknown until after World War II 
Although philodendrons have been in 
cultivation since the 19th century, their 
rise to fame did not begin until the late 
1930s when several commercial foliage 
plant growers in Orange County. 
F l o r i d a , 
began 
to 
propagate 
Philodendron cordatum (kor-DAY-tum), 
the same heart-leaf climber or trailer 
that most of us still grow 
The brightest stars today are the 
hybrid philodendron created at Bamboo 
Nurseries in Florida by breeder Robert 
McCollev. You’ll find his improved 
varieties in local shops under such 
names as Emerald Duke. Emerald King. 
Majesty. Painted Lady. Red Duchess. 
Prince Dubonnet. Royal King. Royal 
Queen and Pincushion (a miniature)

Light, bright enough to read by and 
ideally some direct sun Temperature, 
average office or dwelling Humidity. 40

China: for the determined visitor 


HONG KONG (KFS) — Eleven times a 
day starting at 6 a m , a 13-car diesel 
train rolls out of Kowloon Station here 
carrying passengers 21 miles to the 
border of once-forbidden territory: 
China 
The earlv-morning trains generally 
haul a mixed load of “ overseas” and 
Hong Kong Chinese, western busines­ 
smen and women, “ invited guests” of 
various nationalities, and lately even an 
occasional group of American tourists. 
But 
even 
though 
the 
S ta te 
Department s travel ban has been lifted 
since 1971 and China has at last been 
‘opening up.' 
there’s one kind of 
American traveler for whom getting 
space is as unlikely as getting wings. 
That's the would-be sightseer who comes 
to Hong Kong thinking all he has to do to 
visit China is pick up a visa and hop 
aboard 
Considering the proximity of the two 
cities, catching the Hong Kong-Canton 
train to the border and into China would 
appear to be the easiest and one of the 
most logical ways to visit the People's 
Republic In fact, a spur-of-the-moment 
visit is practically impossible 
Smiling but brusque officials at the 
China International Travel Service, the 
government agency that controls all 
tourism, reportedly listen to fumbling 
requests for entry information almost 
every day However, so far as anyone 
knows, without prior arrangements their 
final response is invariably the same — 
to other non-resident foreigners as well 
as to Americans No visas are available 
Persistence leads to a diplomatic eva­ 
sion “ How long will you be in Hong 
Kong9“ they inquire 


Even unstated, the implication is 
clear There is no way you can be around 
long enough 
So how can Americans visit China9 
What’s the most likely way to get per­ 
mission9 
First, one must understand that the 
Chinese approach is not your typical 
bring-on-the-tourists approach An air­ 
line executive who’s been “ inside” four 
times says tourism has a low priority 
with the Chinese People’s Republic It’s 
not a money-making proposition, and 
there are insufficient facilities and 
motivation to allow it to become one. 
What space is available, then, is 
allocated primarily in ways that allow 
the Chinese to send a message to the 
world — through “ friendship societies,” 
study groups and trade delegations. 
Still, more and more “ pure" tourists 
(those who aren’t part of a political or 
semi-political delegation» are being ad­ 
mitted 
Knowledgeable observers say, 
however, that the number is fixed by an 
unpublished quota The yearly total, they 
say. depends on what’s available in the 
way of hotel space, buses, interpreters, 
guides and the like Places then are dis­ 
tributed on a Friendship First basis In 
1975, for instance, Brazil, Mexico and 
Argentina reportedly were allowed 700 
tourists visas apiece while Switzerland, 
Italy and Austria got only 200 each No 
one seems to know the U.S. quota (nor 
will China Travel Service admit that 
there is one), but chances are that it, too, 
is hardly mammoth 
Quite often tourist visas are further 
controlled bv tour operators or travel 
agencies that one way or another have 
established a “ special” relationship with 


China Travel Service 
Under these circumstances, it would 
appear that the traveler’s best chance of 
visiting China is to sign up for a package 
tour The fact that Peking won’t tell 
who’s likely to have a tour either makes 
the game more challenging or more an­ 
noying. depending on your frame of 
mind. 
Most recently eight cruise ships — the 
Rasa Sayang. Royal Viking Skv and Sea. 
Rotterdam . 
Queen 
Elizabeth 
II, 
Canberra, Danae. and Marco Polo — 
were granted permission for passengers 
on certain trips to enter China 
Exceptions have been made allowing 
Am ericans to join tour groups 
originating in another country. General­ 
ly. though, adding a non-national is 
thought to jeopardize acceptance of the 
group As a result, it is not noticeably en­ 
couraged and Air France, for one. will 
not even consider foreigners’ applica­ 
tions at present. 
Are there other possibilities9 Yes, 
more so than at any other recent period, 
although that's still not saying much If, 
for instance, the would-be tourists are 
the rare persons with foreign friends 
residing in China (for all practical pur­ 
poses. diplomats or journalists), the 
friends can ask to receive them as 
guests Success is rare, though; one cor­ 
respondent is still waiting for an answer 
six months after asking 
There are iffy indications that a tourist 
may occasionally be able to get in by be­ 
ing a “ transit passenger” traveling by 
air via Peking (One airline spokesman’s 
opinion is that a tourist’s chances in 
general improve if he or she is flying via 
CAAC, the Chinese national airline ) The

transit passenger may be able to get a 
transit visa valid for up to five days. 


To apply for either a transit or a full 
tourist visa on an individual basis, the 
procedure is pretty much the same.

U sin g self-service stations and checking fluid levels 


by Ray Hill 


Self-service gas stations — where you 
pump your own gasoline — are 
widespread and increasing in numbers. 
Many larger gasoline stations have a 
self-service island, too One of the advan­ 
tages of self-service is that you don’t 
have to wait for someone to pump your 
gasoline Another is that the gas is often 
cheaper 
But there are a couple of disadvan­ 
tages There's nobody to make routine 
inspection of fluid levels Also, you have 
to know how to operate the pumps Here 
are some guidelines for pumping your 
own gas and performing routine inspec­ 
tion of fluid levels 
Pull your car into the pump island so 
that the gas pump will be on the same 
side as the filler cap That prevents you

from having to pull the hose over the 
top of vour car. or underneath, to get to 
the filler neck If you have a center-fill 
gas tank, it doesn't matter which side of 
the pump the car is on In any case, stop 
the car so that the gas filler cap is about 
even with the pump you're going to use 
Then shut your engine off Don’t fill 
your tank with the engine running And if 
you’re a smoker, extinguish your 
cigarette before you get out of the car 
Lift the nozzle from its receptacle in 
the pump, then give the lever on the 
pump a quarter of a turn to set the 
numbers of the pump to zero The pump 
won't work until the numbers are at 
zero. If after turning the lever the 
numbers don’t go to zero, check with the 
attendant 
Remove the filler cap from the car If 
your car is one of those that has the gas 
cap concealed behind the spring-loaded 
license plate, a little trick you can use 
here is to hold the license plate down 
with the nozzle while you remove the cap 
with your other hand. 
Put the cap on the top of the gas pump 
Or hold it in your hand Don’t lay it on 
the ground You don’t want to get dirt on 
it And don t lay it on your car You may 
scratch the paint 
Push the nozzle into the filler neck as 
far as it will go and squeeze the trigger 
If the gas stops pumping just after you 
started pumping, you were pumping too 
fast Squeeze the trigger again, but not 
as hard this time 
When the gas tank is full the pump will 
shut off Withdraw the nozzle and place it 
back in its receptacle in the pump 
Replace the gas cap 
Next, take a minute or two to make a 
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routine inspection of fluid levels 
Raise the hood If your car has one of 
those hoods that stays up automatically 
when it's raised, fine But if you must 
support it with a rod. make sure the rod 
is firmly in place 
Most pump islands will have a recep­ 
tacle for paper towels. Take one of these 
Now pull your engine-oil dipstick out and 
wipe it off with the towel 
Now stick the dipstick back in again 
Make sure you push it all the way in — if 
you don t you'll get a false reading Now 
pull the dipstick out again Note where 
the oil level is down at the end of the dip­ 
stick If it’s between the “ full” and “ add 
oil” marks you don’t need to add any oil 
When the oil level drops to the “ add oil” 
mark, you add one quart Never let the 
oil level drop below the “ add” mark It 
can damage the engine 
('heck the battery 
Remove the six 
caps that cover the six cells Look down 
each hole The water level in each cell 
should be high enough so that it just 
barely touches, or is just about to touch 
the bottom part (split ring) of the filler 
hole At no time should the water level 
be allowed to fall below the plates in 
each cell Add water if it’s needed 
Check your transmission fluid, too It’s 
a good idea to check engine oil and bat­ 
tery fluid every time you fill up the gas 
tank, espeeialy if your car has a lot of 
miles on it 
Automatic transmissions 
don't have to be checked as often. Try 
once every four to six months with newer 
cars, and once every month or so with 
older cars 
Check your owner’s manual for 
specifics on your car. On many cars, 
though, the advice goes something like 
this 
Dnve the car 15-20 miles of city- 
type driving to get everything warmed 
up Stop the car, put the transmission in 
park, then with your foot on the brake 
move the gear selector through all the 
gears, allowing a couple of seconds in 


each gear, then return the gear selector 
to park 
Now. with the engine idling, and the 
parking brake on. and the gear selector 
in park, withdraw the transmission dip­ 
stick Wipe it clean, then push it back 
down its tube again 
Withdraw the dipstick If fluid level is 
below the “add” mark, add a little fluid 
at a time through the filler tube to bring 
the fluid level between the “ add and 
“full” marks on the dipstick The filler 
tube, by the way. is the same tube that 
the transmission dipstick fits in 
Be 
careful not to overfill the transmission 
this can cause it to malfunction 
And make sure you use the correct 
transmission fluid There are two types, 
fluid with Dexron and fluid without Dex- 
ron Your owner's manual will tell you 
which you should use 
Check your coolant level On cars with 
coolant recovery systems (that’s the lit­ 
tle semi-transparent container of luquid 
hooked to the radiator by a tube) the 
coolant should be at the low mark on the 
reservoir when the engine is cold, and at 
the high mark when it’s hot 
If not. 
remove the cap from the reservoir and 
add water to bring the coolant level up 
If your car is one of the few that 
doesn't have a coolant reservoir, check 
the coolant level only when the engine is 
cold by removing the radiator cap and 
peering inside. If you remove the 
radiator cap when the engine is hot, you 
may be burned by steam or hot coolant if 
you’re not cautious The coolant level 
should be within an inch or two of the 
bottom of the radiator filler neck 
If your car has a power steering pump, 
check its fluid level in accordance with 
the instructions in your owner’s manual

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About books 
Doses of realism 


Dr. Kildare’s patients may 
have been d ifficu lt and 
neurotic, but at least they 
were middle-class and clean. 
Not true of the patients who 
three real young doctors have 
treated and, amazingly 
enough, survived to write 
about. 
All drawn from personal ex­ 
perience, these new books are 
long on idealism and realism 
Their authors describe in 
nauseating detail the smell of 
derelicts who frequent the 
emergency room, they calmly 
recall 
the patients who 
urinate or vomit on anyone 
within range; and they rage 
ag ain st 
the 
hospital 
bureaucracy that often gets in 
the way of patient care. 
The strongest dose of 
medical realism is Dr B.P. 
Reiter’s novel “ The Saturday 
Night Knife and Gun Club ” 
Protagonist Gypsy, like his 
creator, sports long hair, one 
gold earring and. all m all, 
seems a highly unlikely 
prospect for the medical 
profession He's an intern at a 
public hospital in Manhattan 
where most of the patients are 
junkies, winos, pimps, 
whores, zombies or all of the 
above. 
Within seconds of arriving 
at his first assignment, Gypsy 
is kicked in the head by a 
“ prodigiously drunk " patient 
who’s out to “ kill all you 
doctors.’’ That happens even 
before he can find the doctor 
in charge (whom Gypsy mis­ 
takes for another derelict) to 
report for duty and find out 
what he’s supposed to do. 
What he's supposed to do, he 
soon learns, is think fast, 
move fast and work like a 
well-trained robot on an in­ 
human and insane schedule. 
The author's raw prose and 
raw view of the medical 
profession are clumsily com­ 
bined with his protagonist's 
fanatic idealism. Gypsy is a 
total cynic about the profes­ 
sion, particularly after he 
lands in a situation which is to 
him even more repulsive than 
the winos and their lice and 
the heap of knifing and 
shooting victims who are 
dumped in the emergency 
room every Saturday night. 
In his second rotation, Gyp­ 
sy is assigned to serve in a 
prestigious teaching hospital 
where private practitioners — 
all of whom are male and 
Cadillac owners — regularly 
order emergency admittance 
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for “ patients’’ whose treat­ 
ment consists of relaxation 
and a color TV 
Unfortunately, the novel is 
sensationalistic and its star is 
a stereotype This weakness is 
glaring in the off-duty- 


segments, apparently tossed 
in to make Gypsy seem like a 
normal, rocking, dope- 
smoking soul. 
The same story is told with 
more guts and less glibness by 
Steve Horowitz, M.D. in 
“ Calling Dr. Horowitz.” The 
cast of characters in this non­ 
fiction account includes the 
same pimps, bums and old 
people (dumps or elephants) 
who are abandoned by family 
The plot revolves around 
medical education and also 
progresses in a case by case 
fashion. The major contrast is 
tone — Horowitz is earnest 
where Gypsy is spacey. 
Becoming a doctor was 
always Horowitz’s ambition, 
but he got sidetracked in 
college and derailed by the ad­ 
missions policies of U.S. 
m e d ica l 
schools. 
He 
persevered by going to the 
University 
of Guadalajara, 
Mexico, where courses are 
taught entirely in Spanish and 
students have to dig up their 
lab c a d a v e rs in lo cal 
graveyards 
His account of his educa­ 
tion, internship and residency 
is serious, caring and moving 
It’s also a clear view of 
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problems, 
including 
the 
American Medical Associa­ 
tion as a major obstacle to 
good patient care. Horowitz’s 
battle against the system 
began when, as a student, he 
organized a law suit against 
the AMA and its restrictive 
rules on foreign-educated doc­ 
tors. He later led a house 
staff revolt at an East 
Manhattan Hospital when the 
administration tried to cut the 
emergency room night staff. 
Toward the close of his 
house staff indenture, 
Horowitz is addressing a 
group of new interns; a group 
that might well include Gyp­ 
sy: “ If there’s anything I can 
convey to you, it’s that it’s as 
much a part of your respon­ 
sibility to fight for change 
when it involves life and death 
patient care, as it is to check 
up on a blood count But why 
am I telling this to you? Why 
am I so sure that 99 out of 100 
will let things pass rather than 
rock the boat? . . . you may 
have beards and wear 
sneakers and try to impress 
people with how unconven­ 
tional you look, but it’s all 
bull. Despite your radical 
appearances, 
you’ve gotten 
here by playing the game.”

Haseltine, author of “ Woman 
Doctor,” who had more 
barriers to hurdle than Gypsy 
or Horowitz ever dreamed ex­ 
isted. There are the women 
patients who won’t trust a 
woman doctor and the male 
patients who are mortified by 
her touch. There are the pre­ 
judices of the hospital staff 
and administration, and mun­ 
dane hassles such as male in­ 
terns who don’t want her to 
sleep in their “ on call” room. 
The book also suffers from 
an overdose of case descrip­ 
tions and details of its 
heroine’s sex life. 
But “ Woman Doctor” — 
which is mainly nonfiction, 
with a sprinkling of fiction to 
protect the ch aracters’ 
privacy — also offers acute 
descriptions of doctor-patient 
re la tio n s h ip s , 
of 
the 
wrenching reality of death 
and of the beauty of birth.
